Good Morning: 


A number of things have come up which necessitate my communication 
with all of the contributors to the Krause Publications' numismatic 
periodical. Thus, I hope you will forgive the impersonality of this 
photocopied letter. What I have to say affects you all and it is 
therefore important that I reach you quickly. 

First, for those of you who may not have heard as yet, I have the 
unfortunate task of officially notifying you of the demise of two 
of our newsstand products. Coin Collecting and Gold! magazines have 
seen their last issues, both victims of the tribulations of trying 
to put a new magazine on national newsstand markets at a time when 
the magazine distributors are pulling in their horns for a so-called 
recession. 

Those of who you have been paid for manuscripts for either of these 
titles may yet see your work in one of the other KP periodicals; 
though it may take some time to find the "right" issue for them 0 
Rest assured you will receive tear sheets upon publication. 

Now, to return to a positive note; let's investigate our current 
needs for each of the KP coin publications. 

Numismatic News: There has been a lot happening in NN in the 

past few months, and there will be more changes 
as we move into 1981. First and foremost is a new one-page feature 
presentation that will be incorporated into each issue honoring some 
coin club and its 1981 coin show. While we will be working directly 
with club representatives on most of this; we will have a need for 
rather short — 1,000 - 2,000 words — features on numismatic items, 
personalities or attractions (museums, special exhibits, etc.) from 
virtually every geographic area of the country. These features will 
be run in the issues of NN which honor the local coin club in that 
area. You may have also noticed in NN the revitalization of the 
Commercial Numismatic News page. Essentially, this page is aimed

at the many dealers — full time to vest pocket — who read NN. 

The page contains news about or of interest to dealers, as well 
as features on specific dealers. Here's where you can help. If 
there is a reputable coin dealer that you're friendly with, we'd 
sure like to see a feature — 500 to 2,000 words worth, with photo 
— about him. If you are a dealer yourself, or can write features 
that would be of general interest in the dealer community, we 
can also use those. I'd like to see plenty of your input on this 
page; so if it is about coin dealers or of interest to them, send 
it to me. 

Coins Magazine: The "flagship" of the KP line; this magazine 

is our biggest user of general interest numis¬ 
matic features. Here we cover every area of the hobby and with our 
monthly frequency, we have a continuing need for quality manuscripts. 
Keep in mind that Coins is a national newsstand product and is gener¬ 
ally read by younger or beginning hobbyists; though to be sure we 
have a hard core of veteran numismatists who read every issue. We 
particularly need articles about U.S. coins and beginner type arti¬ 
cles on U.S. paper money. While we are set fairly well for world 
coin articles, we can always use something on world paper money and 
timely items on world coins that fit into the news. For instance, 
through 1980, we could always have used pieces on Russia, Afghani¬ 
stan, Iran, Iraq, Olympic coinage, etc. Tie your story to something 
in the news and you should have an easy sell to us. When writing 
about U.S. coins and paper, try to remember to include some idea 
of rarity and value for the reader; quote from the latest issue 
of Coin Prices if you can (we'll update any necessary price changes 
as we go to press). Arec-you contest-minded? Our staff is getting 
a little low on ideas for the monthly Coin-Test. As you may know, 
each month we offer some nice numismatic items to the winner of 
a contest that has some numismatic angle to it. We like to keep 
them educational, sc the contestants will learn while they compete 
and we try to make them easy enough to encourage the greatest num¬ 
ber of possible entries. We'll pay between $25-$50 for a Coin-Test; 
depending on the amount of work you've done and how effective we 
think it will be in meeting our goals. Try this and see how you 
like originating contests. 

Bank Note Reporter; This is one of the toughest products to 

get enough quality material for. Our audi¬ 
ence is highly specialized and really knows their paper money and 
related fields. The paper is growing, though, and I need half a 
dozen good features of all lengths — 500 words to 5,000 or more, 
with plenty of illustrations — for each issue. We cover U.S. and 
world paper money. Confederate and obsolete bank notes. Colonial 
and Continental paper money, stocks and bonds, checks, everything 
the paper money collectors collect. My file of available articles 








is mighty thin right now, so I could sure use some help here. 


World Coin News: We're doing pretty well here, though we can 
always look at world coin oriented features 
for the specialty audience. 

Coin Prices : All set here, too. We only run one or two features 
per issue and usually swipe them from the Coins 
file of waiting articles. Here again, the emphasis is on U.S. 
coin -- although we do some Canadian coin, U.S. paper, etc. 
articles with a pricing slant. 

Well, that about covers it. If you have any ideas you want to 
bounce off me, drop me a line. If you want to go ahead and send in 
completed manuscripts, come right ahead; we almost always can find 
a place for your work. 

I'll look forward to hearing from you all. I hope you and your 
families have a happy holiday season and that 1981 is a good year 
for all of us.

Good Morning: 

I thought I would drop you a line today to let you know where 
our various numismatic publications stand in terms of free-lance 
needs. As always, we are open for your suggestions at any time, 
but right now we seem to have some specific needs that you may 
be able to help us with. Let me talk today about five of our 
products; thankfully. World Coin News is well off in the free¬ 
lance contributions area, though, again, we are willing to lis¬ 
ted to a good world-oriented idea. 

Numismatic News: The primary need here is for timely features. 

When the Mint announced the end of the Mint set program, we 
could have used features about the beginning of the program, 
special rarities that Mint sets had created, etc. When the 
Mint announced the cent composition change, we would have been 
in the market for stories of other cent changed, to bronze in 
1864, to steel and shell case in World War II, etc. Just about 
every issue of NN should gj ve you an idea for a timely feature. 

Most of you get your NN on Saturday or Monday, if you can 

get 2,500-4,000 words in the mail by the next Friday, you will 

very likely have a sale, and we’ll have an up-to-the-minute feature. 

Coins magazine: Most of you have already heard of the untimely 
death of Ray Young. Ray was a mainstay of our Coins feature 
writer. He had the unique ability to turn out material on U.S. 
or world coins and paper money. His writing was good, basic nu¬ 
mismatics, easy enouth for the novice to understand, yet detailed 
enouth for the advanced collector. By keeping a copy of Coin 
Prices or the Standard Catalog of World Coins by his side when 
he wrote, he was able to quote timely prices throroughout the 
article. That’s one of the most important things to the Coins 
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reader, to find out "How much is it worth?" We are especially 
in need of good U.S. paper money and world coin features for Coins 
Length should be in the area of 3,000-5,000 words. 

Coin Prices: Here, again, the emphasis is on value. We want to 
tell the readers what some particular series of U.S. (or Canadian, 
sometime Mexican) coins is worth...and why. Articles here 
should be just a bit shorter than Coins, with the emphasis on 
current prices. Don't worry if you don't have the latest pricing 
data, use the immediately prior issue of CP for reference, and 
if there are price changes, we'll make them. The historical 
ascpects of an issue take a back seat here, in favor of today's 
status of the coin(s). 

Gold! We are currently experimenting with a quarterly frequency 
for this new publication. Its sub-title... The Complete Magazine 
of Precious Metals Investment... tells it all. If your forte 
is theory ... economic, investment, collectible. . .this may be the 
market for your writing. If you can advise on a particular ser¬ 
ies of gold (or silver, or platinum) coins from an investor's 
angle, we can probably use your help. Length can run from 3,000- 
6,000 words. 

Bank Note Reporter: Paper money and related collectibles only. 

We can always use a feature on a particular issue of currency, 

U.S. or world; or about the vignettes on a note, the men who 
signed them, anything that will interest the paper currency 
collector. Here, it must be remembered that the readers are 
specialists, so gear your writing accordingly. Length can vary 
from 500-5,000 words. It may be desireable for you to provide 
photos or notes for illustration, if they are obscure. 

I guess that does it for new. If you need to see a sample copy 
of any of these magazine, write to Sherry Wierzba here at KP 
and she'll take care of you. If you have questions, or want to 
bounce an idea to me, drop me a line. I'll look forward to 
hearing from you.

ARKAXsAJ 




Arkansas was at first a part of the Louisiana Territory which had been purchased from 
France in 1803. In 1812. Arkansas was made a part of the Missouri Territory where it remained 
until 1819 when a separate territory was established. By 1836. Arkansas had reached the re¬ 
quired 50,000 population and was admitted to the Union as the 25th State. Although Arkansas 
was a slave state with a quarter of its 435.000 population in 1860 composed of slaves, there was 
much opposition to seceding from the Union. Wealthy lowland cotton plantation owners (who 
held the most political power) were able to have their way against the smaller farmers; on May 
6, 1861, Arkansas became the 9th state to join the Confederacy. 

However, after the Battle of Pea Ridge. March 7-8. 1862. Union forces gained control of 
much of Arkansas. Henry Massey Rector was governor. 1860-62. and afterward Harris Flana- 
gin was Confederate governor until the end of the war. but the last meeting of the General As¬ 
sembly of the Confederates was held on October 2. 1864. After Little Rock fell to Union forces 
in September 1863. the Confederate government of Arkansas moved to Washington in the 
Southwestern portion of the State. Since April 1864. the State also had a Union governor, Isaac 
Murphy, who had been the only delegate out of 70 to resist political pressure and cast a vote 
against secession in 1861. Despite his loyalty to the Union, he was not retained in office when 
Arkansas was readmitted on June 22. 1868. 

Although only a pan of Arkansas was under Confederate control during most of the Civil 
War, the State has one of the more extensive series of currency and one that includes many mi¬ 
nor varieties, most of which are primarily due to the same types being printed in different colors 
or which have changes in the inscription relative to their backing or redemption. Valuations are 
for the more common types.
